DECLARATORY RULING REQUEST 
MISHANDLED AND MISUNDERSTOOD 
(From ARRL NIL v17, #22, 5-29) 


The ARRL says its request seeking an FCC 
declaratory ruling affirming the value of band plans 
was mishandled by the FCC and misunderstood 
by the amateur community. In comments on RM- 
9259 filed with the FCC in May, the ARRL says it 
never intended to propose any changes to the 
amateur rules, and its request should not have been 


treated as a rulemaking petition. 


The ARRL said it does not dictate how 
bandplans are developed and was not asking to 
make specific bandplans mandatory or to 
accommodate certain uses to the exclusion of 
others. “Exactly the opposite is intended,” the 
League’s comments declared. “Voluntary 


- bandplans should be voluntary, and adherence to 


them should remain voluntary.” 


The League said its only goal was to have the 


“FCC interpret and clarify the scope of “good 
amateur practice” as the term is used in Part 97 of 


the Commission’s rules. It wants the commission

The ARRL reiterated that voluntary bandplans 
that enjoy general acceptance and adherence 
among hams are “indispensable” and a keystone 
to self regulation.

LEAGUE SUGGESTS ULS CHANGES (From 
ARRL NIL v17, #22, 5-29) 


In comments filed May 21 the ARRL expressed 
overall support for the FCC’s wide-ranging 
rulemaking proposal to implement the Universal 
Licensing System (WT Docket No. 98-20), but 
suggested several changes to the plan. The League: 


Supported deleting the application process for 
non-US hams to operate in this country, but said 
that the FCC should impose a one-year time limit 
on such operation or at least be consistent with 
CEPT and CITEL requirements. 


Urged the FCC to authorize visitors from 
certain European countries and the Americas to 
_ operate during short visits to the US. The League 


i also. said the. new rules should require non-US 


operators to have their license document in their 
possession while operating in the US or its 
| possessions. 

Said it would “object strongly” if the FCC 
‘stopped issuing license documents to hams. The 
League said it’s often necessary to prove that one 
; is alicensee. It cited amateur protections under state 
_and local scanner and antenna laws, as well as 
‘requirements to produce a license for overseas 
“operation. The FCC’s ULS proposal did not suggest 
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eliminating license documents, but the League.said 
it’s heard “repeated staff references” to the notion, 
and added that the proposed rules “contain nothing 
that would continue to obligate the Commission 
to issue license documents.” 


Discouraged the FCC from adopting a proposal 
to turn over issuance of club and military recreation 
licenses to private, third-party administrators. 


Suggested changes for the new multiple-service 
FCC Form 605, saying that the new form makes it 
“inherently more cumbersome for the amateur 
licensee to determine which portions of the Form 
are to be used and which may be disregarded.” 
Also, the League urged the FCC to retain a standard 
physician’s certification for a medical exemption 
from the higher-speed Morse Code requirement. 


Questioned from a privacy standpoint the 
requirement for applicants to supply a Taxpayer 
Identification Number (TIN)—typically a Social 
Security Number—if they are not participating in 
the vanity call sign program, which is subject to a 
regulatory fee. 


Said the FCC should not make electronic filing 
mandatory as of January 1, 1999, as the FCC’s 
Notice proposes. The League said electronic filing 
is not yet available to all applicants and the 
requirement “would certainly disenfranchise 
some.” 


GERMANY AUTHORIZES HAM RADIO 
“LEARNER’S PERMIT” STATIONS (From 
ARRL Ltr v17 #21 5-22) 


A new program in Germany has established the 
equivalent of a learner’s permit in an effort to make 
ham radio more attractive to newcomers. Under 
the training program, amateurs in Germany may 
apply for a special instructional license that permits 
them to set up a station to be used by aspiring hams. 
The Deutscher Amateur Radio Club (DARC) 
proposed the plan—which is similar to one used 
for many years in the former East Germany—to

During a visit to ARRL Headquarters in May, 
DARC International Liaison Officer Hans Berg, 
DJ6TJ, said the goal was to have a program to 
attract people into ham radio and give them a 
chance to try it while preparing for the licensing 
examination. “This way, you have a chance to get 
people to your station to show them how ham radio 
works,” he said. The instructor would be 
responsible for making sure the station was 
operated according to the rules, but, Berg says, the 
rules do not specify that the operator has to actually 
be present when the station is being operated. There 
also are no age restrictions on those who operate 
an instructional station. 


Instructional stations would have distinctive 
call signs, with DN prefixes. Wolfgang Manz, 
DJ3EO, who heads the DARC’s Youth and 
Education Committee, says a few DN call signs 
have been issued. “Unfortunately, some amateurs 
broke off contact because they regarded the 
instructional station to be illegal,” he said. 


Berg concedes that some might abuse the 
program, but he’s optimistic that it will lead to 
Amateur Radio growth in Germany. “It worked 
pretty well for generations” in the former East 
Germany, where it was the only way for people to 
get into ham radio, he said. Berg expects the 
program to be expanded to Austria and Switzerland 
within a year, and, eventually, it could be adopted 
throughout Europe. 


Germany also has added what Manz calls “a 
sort of Novice license.” It gives privileges on 2 
meters and 70 cm with power under 10 W EIRP. 
Call signs will begin with DO.

“Amateur Radio enjoys the use of 70 cm on a 
secondary basis to government radiolocation 
(military radar). The LMCC has proposed to share 
the two subbands with Amateur Radio, but has not 
‘said how sharing would be possible. 


ARRL Executive Vice President David Sumner 
said ARRL members should not complain to 
members of Congress nor write angry letters to the 
FCC, “The LMCC petition is a private-sector 
initiative, not a government proposal,” Sumner 
said. “By law, the FCC has to put the petition on 
public notice and invite comment. That’s all the 
FCC has done with it.” Sumner said that criticizing 
the FCC at this stage would be “inappropriate and 
counterproductive.”

RSGB SAYS “NO” TO MANDATORY MORSE 
CODE (From ARRL Ltr v17 #20, 5-14) 


The Radio Society of Great Britain is taking 
up the banner to seek reconsideration of the IARU 
policy supporting mandatory Morse code testing 
for access to Amateur Radio HF bands. As a first 
step, the RSGB Council has opened talks with the 
Radiocommunications Agency—the UK’s 
equivalent to our FCC—to institute an additional 
license class giving full HF privileges to existing 
Class B (no-code VHF/UHF) licensees who pass 
a5 WPM code test. 


“We’re not trying to get rid of Morse! No way!” 
insisted RSGB President Ian Kyle, GI8AYZ/ 
MIOAYZ, during a visit to ARRL Headquarters. 
In a statement slated to appear in the June issue of 
RadCom, the RSGB journal, the Society says it 
will continue to support Morse code and CW 
subbands on HF “as core elements of Amateur 
Radio globally.” But, Kyle said, “Mandatory 
testing of Morse is going to go whether we like it 
or not.” 


Kyle and RSGB General Manager Peter Kirby, 
GOTWW, say there no longer is any good reason 
to insist that applicants pass a Morse code test to 
operate on HF. “It’s stopping growth in the hobby,” 
Kirby said, adding that he disagrees with those who 
think it will be the death of the hobby or would 
lead to lower operating standards. For a more 
complete discussion see the referenced ARRL 
Newsletter.

The instructor would be 
responsible for making sure the station was 
operated according to the rules, but, Berg says, the 
rules do not specify that the operator has to actually 
be present when the station is being operated. 
There also are no age restrictions on those who 
operate an instructional station. 


Instructional stations would have distinctive 
call signs, with DN prefixes. Wolfgang Manz, 
DJ3EO, who heads the DARC’s Youth and 
Education Committee, says a few DN call signs 
have been issued. “Unfortunately, some amateurs 
broke off contact because they regarded the 
instructional station to be illegal,” he said. . 


Berg concedes that some might abuse the 
program, but he’s optimistic that it will lead to 
Amateur Radio growth in Germany. “It worked 
pretty well for generations” in former East 
Germany, where it was the only way for people to 
get into ham radio, he said. Berg expects the 
program to be expanded to Austria and Switzerland 
within a year, and, eventually, it could be adopted 
throughout Europe.

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Germany also has added what Manz calls “a 
sort of Novice license.” It gives privileges on 2 
meters and 70 cm with power under 10 W EIRP. 
Call signs will begin with DO.

Preparing Material for Submission

words per page not including the space taken up 
by headings, photos, etc. Indent paragraphs .25" 
and double space to begin a new paragraph. Send 
club header information ONLY when different 
from what was published from previous month. 
The editor reserves the right to edit any submitted 
material for space, content and/or applicability. 


Hamfests/Events: Member clubs are allocated 
one full page per year to promote one club spon- 
sored hamfest, convention, or special event. Sub- 
mit clean black & white camera ready copy only 
by mail. Master copy should be in black ink on 
white paper and should be in proper page ratio, 
(Copy space is 7" wide by 9" high). Copy can be 
reduced or enlarged as necessary. Electronic sub- 
missions of Hamfest ads will not be accepted. 


Photographs: The editor will select the best 
photograph submitted for the cover each month. 
Photographs should depict club members, club sta- 
tions, or amateur radio related events that are cur- 
rent and noteworthy. Clubs may also submit pho- 
tographs for inclusion with their club column. Pho- 
tographs will be used in columns when space per- 
mits. Either B&W or color photos can be used. 
For each photograph submitted, write your name, 
phone number, and club name, along with a de- 
scription of the photograph on a piece of paper, 
and tape it on the back of the photograph. Do not 
write on the back of your photo.
